WHEREAS, on September 5, 1935, an amendatory loan and grant agreement between

the City of Austin, Texas, and the United States of America, amended and oondolldat-

ed the four above mentioned loan and grant agreements heretofore entered Into by

and between the City of Austin, Texas, and the United States of America, the terms

of this agreement setting forth on allotment of $965,000 with a grant allowance of

30# of the cost of the labor and material, but which grant should not exceed

$206,000; and

WHEREAS, In the completion of the projects undertaken under the above grant and

allotment, a grant from the United States of J0# on the labor and material and other

Items allowable under the regulations of the Public Works Administration, as actually
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set forth in the loan and grant agreements, would amount, In the aggregate, to

$206,000, as set out In the amendatory application for additional grant under v/hloh the

grant should not exceed $280,000; and

WHEREAS, we feel that the Olty of Austin Is entitled to an Increased grant of

$7̂ 1000> for the reason that the Olty Manager of the Olty of Austin, prior to and at

the time the various loan and grant agreements were entered Into, discussed these

figures with the then State Engineer for Texas, and with the heads of the Legal and

Finance Departments of the Public Works Administration In Washington, and In each

Instance, these gentlemen made the statement that the figures In the loan and grant

agreement were arbitrarily Increased with respect to the amount of bonds to be made

available to the Olty, and reduced with respect to the grant figures for the purpose

of assuring that sufficient funds would be made available by the Olty to provide for

any reasonable over-runs or Increases in the cost of the project, but that the actual

grant the United States would pay on the projects would be 20/1 of labor and material

and other Items allowable under the regulation of the Public Works Administration,

regardless of the figures as actually set forth In the loan and grant agreements, and

that said loan and grant agreements were executed with these facts in mind, and fully

conscious that the grant figures did hot equal the amount of 20# of labor and material

Items In the execution of said projects; therefore,

We, the undersigned, have considered the application of Mra. Prudence Bailey,



acting by and through the Robblns Company, her agents, for permission to construct, main-
tain and operate drlve-ln gasoline filling station and to construct commercial drlvev/ays
In conjunction therewith upon property located at the northeast Intersection of West
6th Street and Nueoee Street, which property fronts 90 feet on said West 6th Street and
70 feet on Nueoes Street and IB known as a portion of Lots 1 and 2, Block 7^, of the
Original City of Austin, Travis County, Texas, and the property upon Which this filling
station Is to be located Is owned by the said Mrs. Prudence Bailey, and we hereby advise
that the following conditions exist:

The property upon which this filling station Is to be located is designated as
"C" Commercial Use District upon the zoning maps of the City of Austin*

A storm sewer Inlet exists on the north ourb line of West 6th street at a location
approximately ^ feet east of the east line of Nueoes Street and a storm sewer Inlet
exists on the east ourb line of Nueoes Street at or near the north line of West 6th
Street.

We recommend that Mrs* Prudence Bailey, acting by and through the Robblns Company,
her agents, be granted permission to construct, maintain and operate said drive-In
gasoline filling station and to construct curbs, ramps and sidewalks In conjunction
therewith, subject to the following conditions;

(1) That all buildings and equipment shall be placed Inside of the property line,
correct lines to be obtained before construction starts or equipment is Installed, Lines
and grades to be obtained from the City Engineering Department for entrances and drive-
ways, building lines to be approved by the City Building Inspector, That the applicant
shall confer with the City Engineering Department ae to the future grades of the side-
walks and gutters on the adjacent streets before she starts any construction relative
to the filling station*

(2) That all construction of the filling station Improvements shall be In accord
with the building ordinance, the Zoning Ordinance, the Filling Station Ordinance, and
in accord with the Ordinance prohibiting the disposal of commercial water or oils upon
the City streets*

(2) That the grades of the station shall be such that no waste oils or water or
any floor washings shall ever pass over the City sidewalk area and that all of said oils
and water shall be concentrated Into a combined grease and sand trap which shall be con-
structed In accordance with our standard plan 2-H-146, and shall be conducted by a pipe
connection from said sand trap to the nearest storm sewer at the expense of the appli-
cant* Before commencement of any construction the applicant shall apply to the City
Engineer 'for an estimate of the cost of that portion of the storm sewer which will have
to be built within any City street or alley and shall deposit In escrow a sum equal to
said estimate with the City Finance Director,

That all filling station improvements, pumps, driveways, ramps, gutters, side-
walks and curbs shall be constructed of concrete at the expense of the applicant as set
forth upon the plan hereto attached, which plan bears the City Engineer's file number
2-0-gfi.

(5) Expansion Joints shall be constructed as shown upon the plan hereto attached
marked 2-0-88 and shall be of the pre-moulded type*

(6) That before use of said station the owner shall apply to the Building Inspect-
or for final Inspection when she considers that she has complied with all the require-
ments of the City.

THAT Texas Public Service Company be and the same Is hereby permitted to lay and

construct its gas mains In and upon the following streets!

(1) A gas main In PRESTON AVENUE, beginning at a point 3 feet east of the east
line of Harris Boulevard and 11 feet south of the north line of said Preston Avenue;

Thence in an easterly direction with a gas main, the oenterllne of which shall be
11 feet south of and parallel to the north line of said Preston Avenue, for a distance
of 6*t feet*

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not less than 2| feet*

(2) A gas main In POQUITO STREET, beginning at a point 9 feet east of the west
line of Poqulto Street and 52 feet south of the south line of East 21st Street;

Thence In a southerly direction with a gas main, the oenterllne of which shall be
9 feet east of and parallel to the west line of said Poqulto Street, for a distance
of 8CW feet*

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not less than S& feet.

The Texas Public Service Company Is hereby put upon notice that the City of Austin

does not guarantee that the space assigned above Is clear from other underground

utilities, but is based upon the best records we have at hand, and that the minimum

depth stated does not have any reference to the fact that greater depths may not be

required at special points. When the Texas Public Service Company requires definite

Information upon the ground as to elevations or working points from which to base the

location of their assignments, they shall apply to .the City Engineering Department

not less than three (3) days before such Information Is required* The Texas Public

Service Company la further put upon notice that they will be required to bear the

expense of repairs or replacement of any underground utility damaged during the con-

struction of lines named In this resolution.

AND THAT whenever pavement Is out In the vicinity of a fire plug, water must be

pleasure, and may sue or be aued, plead or be impleaded

In all courts of law and equity, may contract and be

contracted with, may take, hold and convey, lease or

acquire or sell or dispose of any property whatever for

corporate purposes within the Olty limits; provided that

the Olty shall not have power to dispose of any part of

the water and light system of the Olty of Austin,'the

Dam across the Colorado River owned by tho Olty or any

property now owned or used or which may hereafter be owned

or used as a part of said system, and which may be neces-

sary or Incident to the operation thereof; provided, how-

ever, that said City of Austin shall have the power, upon

authorization by a majority vote of the qualified voters

of said City, to grant, convey and cede to the Lower

Colorado River Authority the land and territory, or any

part thereof, now owned by the City of Austin In the upper

extremity of the basin of Lake Austin, lying In and adjacent

to the bed of the Colorado River, being such lands In said

Lake owned by the Olty of Austin above the southeast, corner

of the I. & a. Nt Rt Rf Go. Survey No. 42, Certificate 22/115,

Patent No, *f§7, Volume ̂ 3, and above the point where the lower

line of said survey Intersects the Colorado fUver, which said

point Is approximately twelve (12) miles above the Dam across

the Colorado River owned by the City of Austin; and with suoh

further powers, rights and duties as herein provided,

SECTION _g_. THAT the Mayor la authorized and Instructed to publish a copy of this

Resolution In the American Statesman and The Austin Dispatch, newspapers published In

the City of Austin, as notice of the Intention of the City Council to submit at an

election the amendment to the Charter of the City of Austin hereinbefore act out, and

the same when marked "NOTICE OP INTENTION TO SUBMIT CHARTER AMENDMENT," signed by tho

Mayor and attested by the City Clerk and published as herein provided, shall be due

notice thereof.
